ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  MEDICAL 

OFFICER  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1961 

I beg  to  submit  the  report  on  the  School  Health  Service  for  the 
year  1961. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I record  the  passing  away  of  Dr.  R.  Evans, 
Principal  School  Medical  Officer,  on  the  19th  December.  He 
rendered  valuable  service  to  the  Committee  over  the  years.  Although 
this  report  appears  in  my  name,  the  work  was  carried  out  under 
his  supervision. 

Routine  medical  inspections  were  completed  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Education.  Generally 
the  physical  condition  of  school  children  was  most  satisfactory, 
there  being  only  three  children  in  an  unsatisfactory  physical  state. 
This  I feel  sure  is  due  to  the  physical  education,  though  limited, 
which  is  carried  out  and  also  to  school  meals  which  are  enjoyed  by 
the  large  majority  of  the  children.  In  some  instances,  the  only 
satisfactory  meal  that  some  children  enjoy  is  the  school  meal.  T am 
convinced  that  the  periods  devoted  to  physical  education  are  far 
below  the  standards  necessary  for  children  to  obtain  full  benefit 
from  the  facilities  available  at  secondary  schools. 

Infectious  diseases  created  no  problems  during  the  year.  There 
was  one  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  an  unvaccinated  boy,  age 
four  years,  in  the  County.  The  number  of  cases  of  measles  was 
almost  double  that  for  the  previous  year.  Schools  were  fortunately 
free  from  food  poisoning. 

Perhaps  the  time  is  now  ripe  to  widen  the  scope  for  the  education 
of  deaf  children  in  the  County  and  consideration  should  be  given 
to  the  possibility  of  setting  up  a unit  for  completely  deaf  children 
and  the  appointment  of  a peripatetic  teacher  for  the  deaf  so  that 
children  at  present  away  at  residential  schools  for  the  deaf  can  be 
taught  in  their  home  environment. 

BCG  vaccination  of  school  children  of  thirteen  years  of  age  and 
over  was  carried  out  successfully  during  the  year  and  the  majority 
of  those  requiring  vaccination  received  the  necessary  protection. 

As  in  previous  years  the  report  of  the  educational  psychologist 
is  incorporated  and  will  be  of  interest  to  the  Committee. 
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Details  of  the  work  ot  the  School  Dental  Service  are  contained  in 
the  report  ot  the  Principal  Dental  Officer  and  it  is  pleasant  to  report 
that  the  authority  were  able  to  secure  the  services  of  an  additional 
female  dental  officer  who  commenced  duties  early  in  the  year.  It  is 
still  necessary,  however,  to  retain  the  services  of  two  dental  officers 
over  retiring  age. 

The  success  of  the  School  Health  Service  depends  a good  deal  on 
the  co-operation  of  other  sections  of  the  Medical  Services  and  to  an 
important  degree,  to  the  Education  Department  from  whose 
Director  and  staff  the  closest  support  was  obtained. 

The  close  liaison  developed  with  general  practitioners  is  fully 
maintained. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  and  Members  of 
the  Education  Committee  for  their  help  and  the  kind  consideration 
they  have  shown  me,  and  to  the  teachers  for  their  continued  interest 
and  valuable  assistance.  I would  also  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  loyal  co-operation  of  members  of  the  professional,  nursing 
and  administrative  and  clerical  staff.

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COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year  on  the  advice  of  the 
Principal  School  Medical  Officer  on  account  of  outbreaks  of  com- 
municable diseases. 

The  practice  of  closing  schools  has  long  been  discounted  as  an 
effective  means  of  preventing  the  spread  of  infection  and  it  is  only 
in  very  exceptional  circumstances  that  it  is  resorted  to. 

The  communicable  diseases  mainly  affecting  school  children  are 
measles  and  whooping  cough. 

1,747  cases  of  measles  and  100  cases  of  whooping  cough  were 
notified  to  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  during  the  year.

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — There  was  one  case  of  paralytic  polio- 
myelitis, an  unvaccinated  boy,  age  four  years,  in  the  County  during 
1961  as  compared  with  two  cases  (a  boy  and  girl,  both  aged  six)  of 
the  paralytic  type  during  the  previous  year. 

The  arrangements  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  were 
extended  during  the  year  to  allow  for  a fourth  dose  to  be  given  to 
children  between  the  age  of  5 and  12  years,  the  fourth  dose  being 
given  not  earlier  than  a year  after  the  third  injection. 

The  following  is  a summary  showing  the  number  of  children 


vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  during  the  year  : —

Shortage  of  supplies  of  vaccine  resulted  in  the  suspension  of  the 
fourth  injection  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  period  during 
which  the  third  injection  could  be  given  was  extended  from  not  less 
than  seven  months  to  not  less  than  one  year  after  the  second. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  AND  FINDINGS 

All  the  Primary  and  the  majority  of  the  Secondary  and  Grammar 
Schools  in  the  County  were  visited  during  the  year  for  medical 
inspection  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
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Education.  In  addition  eight  schools  were  visited  for  the  re- 
examination of  children  previously  referred  for  treatment  or 
observation.  9,736  children  were  examined  in  the  routine  age 
groups  and  3,630  special  inspections  and  re-inspections  were  made. 
A summary  of  the  findings  of  medical  inspection  is  given  in  Part  II. 
of  the  Tables  at  the  end  of  this  report.  The  following  are  notes 
on  some  of  the  defects  found  : — 

Skin  Diseases. — 64  cases  required  treatment  and  219  cases  were 
referred  for  observation. 

Eye  Defects. — Treatment  was  advised  for  950  children  with 
defective  vision  and  95  children  with  squint,  while  961  cases  of 
defective  vision  and  132  cases  of  squint  were  referred  for  observation. 

Ear  Conditions. — 38  cases  of  defective  hearing  were  referred 
for  treatment  and  46  for  observation.  Treatment  was  required 
for  43  cases  of  Otitis  Media  (ear  discharge)  and  a further  96  cases 
were  referred  for  observation.  3 cases  of  other  ear  conditions 
were  also  referred  for  treatment  and  12  for  observation. 

Nose  and  Throat  Conditions. — There  were  280  cases  of  nose  and 
throat  defects  (including  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids,  sinusitis, 
antral  conditions,  etc.)  requiring  treatment,  and  a further  993 
were  referred  for  observation. 

Speech. — Treatment  was  advised  for  158  cases  of  defective  speech 
and  125  cases  were  referred  for  observation. 

Nutrition. — Of  the  9,736  children  examined  at  routine  medical 
examination  three  were  considered  to  be  in  an  unsatisfactory 
physical  condition. 


FOLLOWING-UP 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  School  Health  Service  depends  on 
the  “ field  work  ” undertaken  by  the  School  Nurses.  They  follow 
up  in  the  homes  those  cases  found  to  be  defective  at  medical 
inspection,  and  also  visit  the  homes  of  children  suffering  from 
communicable  diseases,  uncleanliness,  etc.  941  surprise  visits  to 
Schools  were  made  by  the  School  Nurses  during  the  year  to  make 
cleanliness  surveys.  Table  D.,  Part  I.  of  the  Tables  at  the  end  of 
this  report  summarises  this  work.  In  addition,  the  Nurses  made 
2,317  home  visits. 

“ Following-up  ” is  also  carried  out  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
by  periodic  re-inspections,  and  many  special  visits  were  made  to 
Schools  to  examine  special  cases.  During  the  year  eight  Schools 
were  re-inspected  by  the  Medical  Officers  and  213  children  were  re- 
inspected. 
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MEDICAL  TREATMENT 

Minor  Ailments. — 283  attendances  were  made  at  the  Brynmair 
Minor  Ailments  Clinic  during  1961.  Many  cases  were  also  treated 
privately  by  medical  practitioners,  at  hospitals  and  at  the  homes  of 
children  under  the  supervision  of  School  Nurses.  A total  of  267 
children  were  known  to  have  been  treated  during  the  year. 

Vision. — The  specialist  ophthalmic  examination  of  children  was 
undertaken  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  through  the  Hospital 
Management  Committees.  Mr.  A.  Philipp  held  sessions  at  the 
Ophthalmic  Centre  at  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Carmar- 
then, and  Mr.  G.  S.  Forrester  held  sessions  at  Llanelly  and  at  the 
Amman  Valley  Hospital.  Sessions  at  Llanelly  were  held  at  the 
Brynmair  School  Clinic,  but  cases  were  also  seen  at  the  Outpatient 
Department  of  the  Hospital.

Glasses  were  prescribed  for  402  children  and  records  held  by  the 
School  Medical  Officer  showed  that  340  had  been  provided  with 
glasses  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Defects. — Children  with  ear,  nose  and 
throat  defects  are  referred  for  specialist  examination  at  the  West 
Wales,  Llanelly,  Llandovery  and  Amman  Valley  Hospitals.  With 
the  exception  of  the  Llanelly  Hospital,  where  children  are  directed 
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by  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  attend  for  these  examinations, 
the  arrangements  are  made  by  the  Hospital  Secretary.  Hospitals 
of  course,  also  dealt  with  children  referred  to  them  directly  by 
general  medical  practitioners. 

Children  found  to  require  inpatient  treatment  were  placed  by 
the  specialists  on  the  Hospital  waiting  lists,  and  the  arrangements 
for  admission  were  made  by  the  Hospitals.  Cases  recommended  for 
surgical  treatment  at  Llandovery  Hospital  are  treated  at  the  West 
Wales  General  Hospital.  The  following  Table  gives  information 
as  to  the  number  of  children  who  received  operative  treatment 
during  the  year  : —

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Three  miscellaneous  cases  received  non-operative  treatment  at 
Hospital  Outpatient  Departments. 

Partially  Deaf  Children. — 31  children  were  submitted  to  audio- 
metric tests  and  six  of  them  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
defective  hearing  and  were  fully  investigated. 

Seven  children  are  known  to  have  been  provided  with  hearing 
aids  during  the  year  and  18  were  known  to  have  been  supplied  with 
them  in  earlier  years. 

Partially  Deaf  Unit. — At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  seven 
pupils  on  the  register  of  the  Unit  for  the  Partially  Deaf  at  Tumble 
County  Primary  School. 

Plastic  Treatment. — The  arrangements  for  the  plastic  treatment 
of  children  at  The  Churchill  Hospital,  Oxford,  continued  during 
the  year. 

One  case  of  cleft  palate  was  treated  there  and  one  case  attended 
for  review. 

One  case  of  capillary  haemangioma  was  examined  at  Morriston 
Hospital  and  placed  on  the  waiting  list  for  operation. 

Asthma. — The  Asthma  Clinics  at  Llanelly  and  Ammanford,  under 
the  care  of  Dr.  Jones,  Deputy  Principal  School  Medical  Officer,  and 
at  Carmarthen,  under  the  care  of  Dr.  E.  T.  Davies-Humphreys, 
continued  to  function  successfully.  One  session  per  week  is  held  at 
Llanelly  and  Carmarthen  and  one  monthly  at  Ammanford.  329 
attendances  were  made  at  the  Clinics  during  the  year.  There  were 
44  new  cases.  Further  information  is  given  in  the  following  table  : —

Orthopaedic  Treatment. — The  Education  Committee  continued 
to  administer  the  Clinics  for  the  orthopaedic  supervision  and  after- 
care of  children.  The  charge  for  the  supervision  of  the  cases  of 
other  Authorities  remained  at  31/6d.  per  case  per  annum,  but  the 
Health  and  Public  Health  Committee  paid  a fixed  lump  sum  in 
respect  of  children  under  school  age.

Rheumatic  Supervisory  Clinics. — The  Clinics  for  the  supervision 
of  rheumatic  and  heart  complaints  in  children  were  continued  at 
Llanelly,  Carmarthen  and  Ammanford.  Dr.  M.  G.  Danaher, 
Assistant  Medical  Officer,  was  in  charge  of  the  Clinics,  and  regular 
monthly  sessions  were  held  at  each  centre. 

Children  showing  abnormal  cardiac  physical  signs,  or  giving  a 
history  of  rheumatism  or  chorea,  were  referred  to  the  Clinics  by 
School  Medical  Officers. 

Cases  of  congenital  heart  disease  seen  at  the  Clinics  are  pro- 
visionally classified.  In  general,  such  cases  require  hospital  in- 
vestigation, many  of  them  demanding  the  application  of  an  exacting 
technique  for  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

Rheumatic  children,  however,  require  protection  against  re- 
curring infection  and  the  observation  of  children  who  have  had 
acute  rheumatism  is  an  important  aspect  of  the  work.  Relapse 
is  a frequent  feature  of  rheumatic  disease  in  childhood  and  its  early 
recognition  is  of  prime  importance. 

The  main  work  of  the  Clinics  is,  therefore,  concerned  with  the 
observation  of  children  who  have  had  “ juvenile  rheumatism,”  with 
an  effort  to  prevent  recrudescence  of  a disease  which  can  exert  such 
a progressively  incapacitating  influence. 

The  intelligent  co-operation  of  parent  and  child  in  regard  to 
precautions  to  be  observed  is  most  desirable.  It  is  important, 
wherever  possible,  that  the  child  leads  a normal  life  in  relation  to 
games  and  exercise,  endeavouring  to  maintain  a proper  balance 
between  excessive  fatigue  and  undue  restriction.

Child  Guidance. — The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  established  by  Cefn- 
coed  Hospital  Management  Committee  continued  on  a weekly  basis 
at  the  Brynmair  Clinic,  Llanelly.  Dr.  G.  Crosse,  Consultant  Child 
Psychiatrist,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  the  clinic  from  the  beginning 
terminated  his  services  with  the  Hospital  Management  Committee 
at  the  end  of  August  and  Dr.  Nansi  James  took  charge  of  the  clinic 
in  a temporary  capacity  pending  the  appointment  of  a successor. 

151  cases,  48  ot  whom  were  new  cases,  attended  the  clinic  and 
52  were  discharged. 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  DENTAL  OFFICER 

For  many  years  now,  it  has  been  necessary  to  comment  on  the 
dearth  of  applicants  for  appointment  as  school  dental  officers,  and 
the  need  for  the  retention  of  two  officers  over  retiring  age  continued. 
However,  early  in  1961  the  Committee  were  fortunate  to  obtain 
the  services  of  a newly  qualified  female  dental  officer,  thus  bringing 
up  to  establishment  the  number  of  school  dental  officers  on  the 
staff  (including  two  over  retiring  age).  Another  application  was 
received  towards  the  end  of  the  year  from  a male  dental  practitioner 
and  his  appointment  will  mean  the  release  of  one  of  the  retained 
officers. 
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Routine  inspection  and  treatment  in  the  County  is  confined  to 
the  primary  schools  (aged  5-11)  although  treatment  is  available 
at  clinics  for  children  attending  the  secondary  schools. 

The  majority  of  the  primary  schools  were  visited  for  dental 
inspection  during  the  year  and  17,860  children  were  examined.  Of 
that  total  15,989  were  found  to  require  treatment,  a percentage 
of  89.5  as  compared  with  89.2%  for  the  year  1960. 

Consents  to  treatment  were  received  in  respect  of  9,907  of  the 
15,989  children  requiring  treatment  but  3,560  of  them  either  refused 
treatment  or  failed  to  attend  when  appointments  were  made.  The 
net  number  of  consents  was  6,347,  a percentage  of  39.70.  While 
a comparable  figure  for  last  year  is  not  available,  examination  of 
the  returns  indicates  that  the  position  then  was  not  much  better. 

While  it  is  appreciated  that  many  school  children  do  receive 
treatment  with  private  dental  practitioners  these  figures  denote 
that  far  too  many  parents  still  have  no  interest  in  the  condition  of 
the  teeth  of  their  children  unless  toothache  intervenes.  They  just 
do  not  appreciate  the  value  of  early  conservative  treatment  which 
is  the  aim  of  the  service.  It  is  also  noted,  regretfully,  that  the 
number  of  children  supplied  with  artificial  teeth  has  increased  from 
32  in  1960  to  47  in  1961.

He  was  keenly  interested  in 
the  School  Dental  Service  and  his  guidance  and  advice  will  be 
much  missed. 

Reference  must  also  be  made  to  the  ready  co-operation  and 
assistance  received  during  the  year  from  my  colleagues  in  the 
dental  service,  the  medical  staff  and  headteachers.

SCHOOL  MILK  AND  MEALS 

The  latest  information  available  at  the  end  of  the  year  showed 
that  cut  of  a total  attendance  of  25,787  on  a particular  day,  milk 
and  meals  were  being  supplied  as  follows  : —

Meals  17,229  children  (66.81%) 

This  compares  with  percentages  of  78.77  and  68.80  respectively 
for  milk  and  meals  a year  ago. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  milk  supplied  to  Schools  is 
of  a satisfactory  standard,  and  whenever  possible  Pasteurised  or 
Tuberculin  Tested  milk  is  provided.  Where  these  grades  of  milk 
are  not  available,  satisfactory  samples  are  obtained  before  the 
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proposed  supplies  are  approved.  Samples  of  all  school  milk  are 
regularly  taken  for  analysis  by  the  Staff  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  School  Departments 
(including  non-maintained  schools)  receiving  the  different  grades 
of  milk  at  the  end  of  the  year  : —

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960,  pasteur- 
ised milk  could  only  be  sold  as  such  if  it  was  delivered  to  the 
consumer  in  the  bottles  or  containers  in  which  it  was  pasteurised. 
Some  retailers  purchase  pasteurised  milk  in  bulk  and  bottle  it 
themselves  or  transfer  it  to  other  containers  for  retail. 

With  regard  to  tuberculin  tested  milk  it  is  only  in  exceptional 
circumstances  that  the  Minister  of  Education  is  prepared  to  approve 
for  grant  purposes  expenditure  on  milk  the  purchase  price  of  which 
is  more  than  the  maximum  price  for  pasteurised  milk. 

All  appointments  to  school  kitchen  and  canteen  staffs  were 
subject  to  satisfactory  Chest  X-ray  examinations  and  to  satis- 
factory faecal  and  urine  bacteriological  examinations. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS,  TEACHERS,  AND 
VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS 

Generally,  parents  display  an  active  interest  in  the  medical 
inspection  and  treatment  of  their  children,  and  are  eager  to  follow' 
the  advice  given  by  Medical  Officers.  3,744  parents  were  present  at 
the  medical  inspections  during  the  year,  equivalent  to  a percentage 
of  28.46.  Greater  efforts  should  be  made  by  parents  to  attend  the 
first  medical  examination  of  children  at  school. 

Appreciation  of  the  keen  interest  and  active  co-operation  of 
Headteachers  and  their  staffs  must  again  be  recorded.  The  import- 
ance of  their  influence  in  matters  relating  to  the  children  and  also 
to  the  parents  cannot  be  over-estimated,  and  the  activities  of  the 
School  Health  Service  would  be  seriously  handicapped  without 
that  help  and  co-operation. 

A good  deal  of  assistance  is  also  rendered  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  but  their 
work  relating  to  problem  families  and  neglected  children  is  now 
undertaken  through  the  Children’s  Officer. 

HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 

The  Education  Committee  have  a duty  to  provide  handicapped 
pupils  with  an  education  suited  to  their  needs,  and  the  ascertain- 
ment and  classification  of  handicapped  children  is  one  of  the  main

functions  of  the  School  Health  Service.  The  work  in  the  County 
has  been  undertaken  satisfactorily  over  the  years  except  that  in 
connection  with  the  educationally  subnormal. 

Nine  pupils  were  reported  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  during 
the  year  as  being  unsuitable  for  receiving  education  at  school.  147 
handicapped  children  in  the  County  have  been  ascertained  to 
require  special  educational  treatment.  72  of  these  were  on  the 
31st  January,  1962,  pupils  at  Residential  Special  Schools,  while 
20  were  receiving  home  tuition.  Eight  were  pupils  at  the  Unit  for 
the  Partially  Deaf  and  two  at  the  Unit  for  Maladjusted  Children.  A

On  the  31st  January,  1962,  there  were  40  Carmarthenshire 
children  (23  boys  and  17  girls)  at  the  Highmead  Residential  Special 
School  for  educationally  subnormal  children.  There  was  a waiting 
list  of  48  children,  seven  of  whom  were  under  10  years  of  age. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  them  to  receive  special  educational 
treatment  at  ordinary  schools  pending  admission  to  Highmead. 
The  parents  had  refused  residential  special  educational  treatment 
for  six  educationally  subnormal  children  and  three  physically 
handicapped  children. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Educational  Psychologist  for 
the  year  1961 . 
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REPORT  OF  EDUCATIONAL  PSYCHOLOGIST 

The  Carmarthenshire  arrangements  for  Child  Guidance  and 
Special  Educational  Treatment  have  been  functioning  in  the  manner 
outlined  in  the  recent  Circular  1 1 issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Educa- 
tion where  the  School  Psychological  Service  is  working  in  close 
association  with  the  School  Health  Service. 

A valuable  development  has  taken  place  in  the  Llanelly 
Divisional  Executive  Area  where  the  Local  Education  Authority  is 
in  the  last  stage  of  arranging  the  equipment  of  the  new  Child 
Guidance  Centre  (Diagnostic  Unit)  which  is  sited  near  the  Health 
Clinic  and  the  Old  Road  School  Remedial  Unit.  This  Unit  will 
combine  a comprehensive  Child  Guidance  Service  with  a Remedial 
Education  Service  where  the  Authority’s  School  Medical  Officer, 
Psychologist,  Remedial  Teachers  and  Social  Worker  together  with 
the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  can 
meet  and  discuss  the  assessment,  placement  and  treatment  of  the 
various  categories  of  children  who  attend  for  various  reasons 
ranging  from  educational  guidance  to  emotional  maladiustment. 
The  aim  is  to  establish  an  integrated  service  to  help  both  the 
“ ordinary  ” and  the  “ problem  ” children. 

A further  example  of  the  value  of  such  an  integrated  approach 
has  been  amply  demonstrated  by  the  success  of  the  Remedial 
Education  Unit  for  Educationally  Subnormal  and  Maladjusted 
children  which  has  been  established  within  the  context  of  an  ordinary 
school  where  stress  has  been  laid  not  in  regarding  children  as 
“ cases  ” but  as  ordinary  beings  in  need  of  social  and  educational 
rehabilitation. 

The  Remedial  Education  Unit  at  Old  Road  School,  Llanelly, 
through  the  good  offices  of  the  headteacher  established  within  the 
curtilage  of  the  ordinary  school  continued  to  work  in  such  a manner 
that  the  educationally  subnormal  and  maladjusted  children  who 
attended  the  three  classes  in  the  Unit  were  not  regarded  as  other 
than  ordinary  children  who  also  took  part  in  the  corporate  life  of 
the  school. 

The  remedial  unit  is  divided  into  three  classes  each  with  a 
qualified  teacher  as  follows  - 

(i)  Class  for  educationally  subnormal  (dull  and  backward  children) 

I.Q.  : range  50-80  Age  range  : 8-12.  No.  10 

These  children  are  ascertained  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  and 
the  Educational  Psychologist. 

Some  of  them  suffer  from  multiple  defects,  and  are  often 
emotionally  disturbed.  There  has  been  a demonstrable  improvement 
in  their  social  relations  and  in  their  general  condition. 
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(ii)  Class  for  Maladjusted  children 

I.Q.  : range  90-160  Age  range  : 7-15  No.  11 

These  children  after  an  initial  diagnosis  by  the  medical  officer, 
psychologist  and  consultant  psychiatrist  are  arranged  in  structured 
groups  by  the  teacher  or  may  be  given  individual  sessions.  The 
children  who  attended  for  special  educational  treatment  in  1961-62 
were  drawn  from  primary  and  secondary  schools. 

As  the  children  improve  their  condition  is  considered  by  the 
psychologist  and  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  be  either 
discharged  or  attend  for  a further  period  in  the  composite  class. 

The  interesting  feature  of  this  class  is  that  it  is  supplied  with 
an  abundance  of  creative  material  which  in  turn  allows  the  children 
to  carry  out  a variety  of  activities  in  carefully  structured  groups 
but  yet  in  a permissive  atmosphere  of  benevolent  discipline.  The 
result  is  that  the  children  are  able  to  give  free  play  to  their  emotions 
and  express  their  difficulties  in  an  environment  specially  designed  to 
improve  their  mental  health  and  educational  development. 

(iii)  Composite  Class  for  Educationally  Subnormal  (Backward  and 

Retarded)  Children 

I.Q.  : range  80  plus  Age  range  : 9-11 

This  class  forms  the  connecting  link  between  the  Remedial  Unit 
per  se  and  the  ordinary  school : it  consists  of  twelve  pupils  of  Old 
Road  Primary  School  and  a varying  number  of  part-time  pupils 
passed  on  from  the  “ maladjusted  class.” 

It  performs  the  dual  task  of  providing  Remedial  Education  for 
underfunctioning  children  of  the  parent-school  and  rehabilitation 
within  the  normal  class  for  visiting  children — as  an  extension  of 
their  treatment  from  the  Maladjusted  Class. 

The  full-time  pupils  are  drawn  from  the  third  and  fourth  year 
‘ B ’ Stream  classes  of  Old  Road  School  and  are  selected  on  the  basis 
of  low  educational  attainment  during  their  first  two  years  in  the 
primary  school.  The  object  of  Remedial  treatment  at  this  stage  is  to 
assist  the  child  to  function  at  an  optimum  level  before  leaving  the 
primary  for  the  secondary  stage  of  education  where  new  emotional 
and  other  difficulties  may  increase  his  difficulties  and  inhibit  his 
development. 

The  part-time  pupils  transferred  from  the  Maladjusted  Class 
attend  for  more  formal  remedial  work  in  reading,  for  the  extension 
of  individual  relationships  and  generally  for  the  treatment  of 
educational  problems  within  a normal  class.  In  the  case  of  “ School 
Phobia  ” this  class  provides  a road  of  return  and  an  opportunity 
for  the  establishment  of  therapeutic  relationships  with  other 
children  as  well  as  with  the  teacher.  In  the  main,  part-time  pupils 
attend  in  the  afternoons  on  the  days  when  they  visit  the  maladjusted 
class  : friendships  are  soon  formed  and  there  their  presence  is  not 
only  accepted  but  eagerly  anticipated  by  the  class,  as  a whole. 
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This  class  is  fully  integrated,  with  the  remainder  of  the  school  as 
all  corporate  activities  and  friendships  with  children  in  the  classes 
are  fully  maintained  both  in  play  and  out  of  school  pursuits.  No 
distinction  is  made  against  members  of  the  class  by  other  pupils 
and  misgivings  which  may  have  been  felt  by  children  or  parents  on 
entry  have  been  banished  by  the  increased  confidence  and  satis- 
faction which  result  from  a taste  of  success. 

In  addition  to  the  three  classrooms  there  is  an  Activity  Room 
where  the  children  can  perform  many  crafts  as  well  as  a reception 
Room  where  parents  can  be  interviewed  or  where  the  children  can 
receive  personal  tuition  from  the  teacher  or  have  an  individual 
examination  by  the  psychologist. 

Remedial  Units  for  Backward  Children  beyond  the  age  of  eleven 
are  working  in  the  secondary  schools  of  the  county  for  example,  in 
Llandybie,  Ammanford,  Lower  Gwendraeth  High  and  Carmarthen. 

The  policy  of  the  Carmarthenshire  authority  to  treat  handicapped 
children  as  far  as  possible  within  the  context  of  the  ordinary  school  is 
also  followed  in  the  case  ot  the  Unit  for  the  Partially  Deaf  children 
where  three  boys  and  four  girls  are  receiving  special  educational 
treatment  from  a qualified  teacher  of  the  deaf  and  also  take  part 
successfully  in  the  corporate  life  of  Tumble  County  Primary  School. 

The  following  provision  was  made  for  children  in  Residential 
Special  Schools  and  Hospital  Special  Schools  : —

The  children  at  Highmead  made  relatively  satisfactory  progress 
having  regard  to  the  limits  of  their  specific  disabilities.  Many 
oblique  methods  of  teaching  including  animal  husbandry  have  been 
developed  to  further  the  interest  and  education  of  these  children, 
many  of  whom  have  been  maladjusted  and  sociologically  deprived. 

Through  the  joint  consultation  of  the  Principal  School  Medical 
Officers  of  the  three  authorities  the  services  of  a trained  audio- 
metrician (Health  Visitor)  and  a Speech  Therapist  have  been 

continued.  . . 1 

Likewise  through  the  co-operation  of  the  three  authorities  the 
respective  Youth  Employment  Officers  have  arranged  for  the 
children  to  receive  Vocational  Guidance.

This  figure  does  not  include  wholly  maladjusted  children. 

A most  valuable  feature  of  the  School  Psychological  Service  has 
been  the  assistance  given  by  headteachers  and  staff  of  the  schools  in 
making  a detailed  return  of  handicapped  pupils  who  require  or  are 
receiving  special  educational  treatment.  Although  it  has  only  been 
found  possible  to  examine  the  most  urgent  of  these  referrals,  since  it 
can  be  assumed  that  most  backward  children  are  receiv  ing 
individual  attention  in  their  own  schools,  this  Return  has  facilitated 
the  clinical  assessment  and  ascertainment  of  the  more  gravely 
handicapped  pupils.  It  has  also  enabled  the  authority  to  draw  up  a 
development  plan  for  a comprehensive  child  guidance  service. 

The  Education  welfare  officers  have  provided  valuable  sociological 
reports  on  the  background  of  E.S.lSr.  and  maladjusted  children  and 
have  facilitated  the  transport  arrangements  for  transferring  children 
to  and  from  Special  Schools.  They  have  also  maintained  close 
co-operation  between  schools,  parents  and  the  School  Psychological 

Service.  , . , , 

In  1962-63  the  new  Diagnostic  Unit  will  be  opened  and  further 

consideration  will  be  given  to  the  establishment  of  a hostel  for 
maladjusted  children.  The  success  of  Carmarthenshiie  s progressive 
policy  is  confirmed  by  the  many  requests  received  from  outside 
bodies  including  University  agencies  to  allow  people  to  visit  our 


new  units.  , , , . . . 

It  is  also  of  interest  to  note  that  a number  of  teachers  are  being 
seconded  by  this  authority  on  a university  course  in  order  that  they 
may  obtain  extra  qualifications  for  teaching  E.S.A.  and  malad- 

^1^  haPsUbeen  possible  by  dovetailing  school  records,  including 
the  results  of  the  eleven-plus  assessment,  with  the  clinical  records 
of  handicapped  pupils,  to  facilitate,  through  the  School  Psycho- 
logical Service,  the  provision  of  a variety  of  types  of  education  for 
different  categories  of  pupils  according  to  their  age,  aptitude  and 
ability — in  such  a way  that  the  quick,  the  slow  and  the  handicapped 
have  a chance  to  profit  in  accordance  with  the  Carmarthenshire 
Authority’s  policy  statement,  “ Keeping  Open  the  Door  of  Educa- 
tional Opportunity.”  . , , . c , , 

In  brief  there  has  been  a close  liaison  between  the  School 

Psychological  Service  and  the  School  Health  Service  and  the 
schools  themselves  as  well  as  with  the  other  statutory  services  of  the 
Local  Authority  to  enable  the  educational  progress  and  mental 
health  of  the  children— both  the  fit  and  the  handicapped  to  be  safe- 
guarded through  a comprehensive  approach  to  their  personal 

problems.
